Exact Facsimile of Messages Possible 
by New Wireless Discovery 

Recent experiments by G M 
Wright, research worker of the Mar 
coni Company, have brought appre 
clably nearer the day when messares 
will be sent Dy wireless and cable in 
exact facsimile of the whole message 
instead of dots and dashes, letter by 
letter, af at present. 

The process is an adaptation of 
that by whieh wireless photographs 
are being transmitted, and by this 
method it will be possible for whole 
pages of newspapers to be filed at 
one end of the line ond received in 
the form of facsimile photographs at 
the other end 

Under Mr. Wright's experiments,
